• 1 FAM 262.5, subparagraph 3, and 1 FAM 262.5-2, 
subparagraph 3: The references to 2 FAM 940 and the words "and 
war crimes" have been removed from these Threat Investigations and 
Analysis (TIA) sections because DS no longer administers the War 
Crimes Rewards Program since that is now administered by the 
Secretary's Office of War Crimes Issues (S/WCI); and 

• 1 FAM Exhibit 261.2, Bureau of Diplomatic Security (DS): The 

newly reorganized and implemented organizational chart was 
presented to DS/MGT/PPD by DS senior management showing that all 
directorates will report to the PDAS directly and the PDAS will continue 
to report directly to the Assistant Secretary for Diplomatic Security. 
(The sole exception is that DS/OFM will continue to report directly to 
the Assistant Secretary.)
